This office action is a response to Applicant's remarl<s filed after Final on October 
13, 2010. Claims 1,5-7, and 22-25 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed October 13, 2010 are persuasive. Upon further consideration, the art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest protection under the conditions of pH 5-6. In 
view of Applicant's remarks and further review of the prior art with respect to benzyl and 
ally! protection, it is considered that the skilled artisan would conclude that Applicant 
had possession of the invention including allyl protection at pH 5-6 because benzyl and 
allyl groups have similar reactivities and would be expected to react in much the same 
way. 

Claims 1 , 5-7, and 22-25 are allowed.
